Dear Ms. Monroe:

The Applicants received a request from Counsel for the Site Evaluation Committee to
clarify what exactly occurred at the pre-filing public information sessions that were held in the
Towns of Durham and Newington for the Seacoast Reliability Project (“SRP” or the “Project”).
This letter expands upon what transpired at the pre-filing public information sessions held in
April and June 2015 for the Project.

PSNH first held a public information session in Durham, New Hampshire for Strafford
County on April 22, 2015 at which time Judge Kathleen Maguire presided over the session.
PSNH gave a video presentation on the Project, took written questions, and received both oral
and written comments on the Project. The entire presentation and comment period was
transcribed. See Appendix 25. Also, before the formal public information session began, PSNH
held an open house where individuals from the public were given the opportunity to meet with
Project representatives to discuss the Project and ask questions. See Appendix 25, Durham
Public Information Session Transcript at 5 (“I believe there were 35 people here, experts from
Eversource, here to answer your questions.”). PSNH also received both written comments and
questions; PSNH responded to written questions received in writing.

At the Durham pre-filing public information session, members of the community
expressed frustration that PSNH did not answer questions directly. Therefore, at the second
public information session, held in Newington for Rockingham County on April 23, 2014, PSNH
altered the format of the session to include a question and answer session. The format for the
public information session remained the same, but before the public comment period began,
Judge Maguire read aloud written questions from the public. See Appendix 25, Newington
Public Information Session Transcript at 6 (“Based on the feedback from last night's session in
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Durham, about the inability of the public to ask questions and get answers in a group setting, the
Project Team has carved out an additional 30 minutes tonight to respond to some of the key
questions asked last night, questions that you may be thinking about yourselves.”). Members of
the SRP team responded in-kind to each question. The question and answer portion of the public
information session was held-off the record. See Appendix 25, Newington Public Information
Session Transcript at 10.

Also, at this session, PSNH received both written comments and questions. Several of
the questions were not answered due to time constraints and were responded to in writing. See
Appendix 25, Newington Public Information Session Transcript at 6—7 (“Additionally, you were
all provided with a sheet where you could write down—where you can write down your own
question. A member of the Project Team will respond to as many questions as time allows before
the official on-the-record public information session begins. Any written questions not answered
tonight will be answered by writing to you individually, if you include your name and address on
the form.”).

Following these sessions in Durham and Newington, the Town of Durham requested that
PSNH return for a second information session where members from the communities of
Madbury and Durham could ask questions. PSNH obliged and on June 22, PSNH returned to
Durham for another session where the public asked questions. The Town posted announcements
for the additional meeting to the Town’s website, sent multiple announcements in the Town
Administrator’s widely circulated Friday Update,l and was announced in a Foster’s Daily
Democrat article.” The session was also video recorded by a local public access television.” The
Applicant also held two additional public information sessions for the Town of Newington and
the Newington Board of Selectmen on July 23, 2015 and September 3, 2015.
